DEPENDENTS AND PROCEDURE TO ADVISE PRIVATE AMCITS. 

3. RE OFFICIAL PERSONNEL, HAASE DISCUSSED SEPTEL. DEPT 
AND USIA DESIRE CANNING TO LEAVE SOONEST, WITH USIS CENTER 
TO REMAIN OPEN IF EMBASSY ABLE TO SUPERVISE ITS OPERA- 
TION. FOR REASONS YOU NOTED, WE WOULD LIKE TO COUNTER
